The butcher said, when I quizzed him a 
dit. that the tongues were usually pickled 
I have never cooked lamb tongues my- 
self or the tongue of any other beast, I 
think, yet I see mo objection to other 
people doing so # they want to. The 
probabili‘ies in young meat I think less 
disagreeable than in old beef and it is 
certainly daintier. 

Turning to Filippint, an always depend- 
able meat cook, I find that he has but 
one recipe for lamb tongues and that is 
shepherd’ style, if we translate the French 
adjective he uses, and he serves them un 
a mound of sorrel greens. We can make 
a fair imitation of sorrel greens by adding 
lemon juice to melted spinach. The first 
part of the rather long recipe reads: 
Have in a saucepan one quart of boil- 
ing water with one teaspoon salt. Plunge
